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Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

The species are as follows: 

The applicants have described at least two embodiments of the liner filler 
distributions on page 7 of the arguments filed 12/08/201 1 as follows: 

(1) A homogenous liner filler distribution 

Or 

(2) A non-uniform liner filler distribution. In this embodiment, the applicant 
states that the distribution of the filler in the matrix can be; a) graded over the extent of 
the liner (new independent claim 34 or; b) comprise portions having different rations of 
filler to matrix (independent claim 1). 

2. The applicants are asked to select either of the homogenous liner filler 
distribution or the non-uniform liner filler distribution embodiments. If the applicants 
select the non-uniform liner filler distribution embodiment, they are then asked to select 
whether the filler is graded over the extent of the liner or whether the liner comprises 
portions having different ratios of filler to matrix. 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply 
must also identify the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims 
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subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are generic 
is considered non-responsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise require 
all the limitations of an allowed generic claim.
